She receives for Canonical Scripture, 
neither leſs nor more than thoſe Books, 
of whoſe Authority there was never 
any. doubt in the Church ; yielding 
herein as much to Univerſal Traditioa 
as ſhe ought. 

She profeſſes the ſame Faith, and no 


more than what all Chriſtians have _ : 


made the Badge and Symbol of their 
Profeſſion, viz. That whith is briefly 
comprized i in the Apoſtles Creed, ex- 
plained in the. NViceze and Arbanaſian 
Creeds, proved by the Holy Scriptures, 
and approved by the Conſent of the 
Univerſal Church.
